comprised  in  jbhe  township  of  Bergen,  in  the  county  of  Hud- 
son, the  estate  and  title  in  the  poor  house  farm  and  pro- 
perty, mentioned  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
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Las  become  changed  and  divided  into  smaller  fractional  in* 
terests,  so  as  to  raise  doabts  whether  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  act  aforesaid  can  pass  all  the  title  and  es- 
tate in  the  said  farm  and  property — therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Qeneral  Assembly  ^/^^Jj^,f'

Bb  IT  ENACTED  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assemhly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  David  Schenck,  George  Rap- 
pleyea^  and  George  Schenck,  and  such  other  persons  as  may 
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hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
be  and  are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  in  fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and 
title  of  "The  Pleasant  Valley  Cemetery."  ^>•• 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  May  imrchaM 
power  to  purchase  and  hold  in  fee  a  tract  of  land  not  exceed-  out  cemet^. 
ing  thirty  acres,  situate  in  the  township  of  Holmdel,  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth,  adjoining  the  ancient  burying  ground 

called  the  Pleasant  Valley  Burying  Ground,  and  to  hold,  « 

occupy  and  improve  the  same,  together  with  the  said  ancient 
burying  ground,  as  a  cemetery;  and  to  lay  out  and  divide 
the  said  tract  so  purchased  into  sub-lots,  and  to  sell  and  dis- 
pose thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  burial,  subject  to  such  condi- 
tions, regulations  and  restrictions  as  may  be  established  by 
the  said  corporation ;  provided,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  p«>v»«>. 
the  said  corporation,  nor  for  any  other  person  to  encroach 
upon  any  lots  now  occupied  as  a  family  burying  place  in  the 
said  ancient  burying  ground,  nor  to  deprive  any  person  enti- 
tled to  bury  in  said  ground  of  the  right  of  burial  therein, 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  said  corporation  for  the  better  government  thereof. 

3.  And  he  it  enacted.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  5^^^^^ 
composed  only  of  such  persons  as  shall  be  owners  of  burial 

lots  in  said  cemetery;  and  in  all  elections  for  trustees,  every 
person  of  full  age  who  shall  be  proprietor  of  a  lot,  or  if  there 
be  more  than  one  proprietor  of  any  lot,  then  such  persons  as 
the  majority  of  joint  proprietors  shall  designate  to  represent 
such  lot,  may  give  one  vote  for  eaoti  lot  owned  by  him,  her 
or  them. 

4.  And  he  it  enacted.  That  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  gMud  of  &«•: 
shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees ;  the  first  board 

shall  be  composed  of  the  three  persons  above  named  as  cor- 
porators, whose  term  of  office  shall  continue  until  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  on

the  said  cemetery  to  be  enclosed  with  a  good  and  substantial 
fence,  and  lay  out  the  avenues  and  walks  thereof  as  repre- 
sented on  the  map  or  plan  of  the  same. 

KestrtctioiM.  8.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately, and  the  said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  restrictions,  limitations 
and  conditions  specified  and  contained  in  the  act  entitled 
"An  act  concemmg  corporations,"  approved  February  four-

An  act  relative  to  the  Public  Printing. 

1.  Be  IT  EXACTED  by  the  Senate  and  Gtmeral  A%9embly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  hereafter  the  journal  of  the 
senate  and  minutes  of  the  house  of  assembly,  and  all  docu- 
ments or  reports  ordered  to  be  printed  by  the  legislature  of 
this  state,  or  either  house  thereof,  ishall  be  printed  in  regular 
royal  octavo  form,  and  the  pages  shall  be  of  the  same  size 
and  contain  the  same  amount  of  printed  matter  as  the  pages 
of  the  journals  and  documents  printed  by  order  of  the  con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  with  small  pica  type,  and  not 
leaded,  the  tabular  work  to  be  in  type  of  such  size  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  matter  will  admit,  so  as  to  be  read  with  facility 
and  convenience ;  and  no  table  shall  occupy  an  entire  page 
when  more  than  one  can  be  got  in,  or  where  the  matter  to 
follow  can  be  commenced  on  the  same  page  in  a  workmanlike 
manner  ;  the  journals  of  the  senate  and  minutes  of  the  house 
of  assembly  to  have  the  running  head  line,  the  same  as  print- 
ed in  the  proceedings  for  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  the 
yeas  and  nays  to  be  run  up  and  not  set  in  columns  ;  the  ses- 
sion laws  to  be  in  small  pica,  not  leaded,  and  with  marginal 
notes ;  all  tables  of  contents  and  indices  to  be  set  in  brevier 
type ;  the  detailed  account  current  in  the  treasurer's  report 
shall  be  set  in  brevier  type,  the  debit  account  in  continuous 
pages,  and  the  credit  account  following,  to  avoid  unnecessary 
expense  of  the  blank  pages  as  heretofore  printed;  tables 
which  cannot  be  brought  in  the  page  of  octavo  in  nonpareil 
type,  and  which  cannot  be  divided,  may  be  worked  on  a 
broadside  sheet ;  a  token  of  press-work  shall  be  two  hundred 
and  fifty  impressions  of  sixteen  pages,  but  a  token  shall  be 
allowed  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  impressions  of  every  docu- 
ment making  less  than  sixteen  pages. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  all  messages,  pamphlets,  reports 
or  other  documents  which  are  deemed  of  sufficient  public  im- 
portance to  be  printed  and  bound  for  preservation  and  re- 
ference, shall  hereafter  be  embraced  in  one  volume,  under  the 
title  of  legislative  documents ;  and  no  document  or  report 
shall  be  printed  in  said  volume  unless  so  ordered  by  a  concui*- 
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rent  resolntion  of  the  senate  and  general  assembly,  which  vol- 
ume of  legislative  documents  shall  be  printed  and  distributed 
in  place  of  the  volumes  heretofore  printed  as  an  appendix  to 
the  journal  of  the  senate  and  minutes  of  the  house  of  assem- 
bly; all  motions  or  resolutions  to  print  copies  of  any  report 
or  document  shall  be  referred  to  the  members  of  the  commit- 
tee on  printing  of  the  house  in  which  the  same  may  be  made ; 
said  committee  shall  examine  all  documents  proposed  to  be 
printed,  and  report  against  the  printing  of  any  document,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  by  them  deemed  unnecessary  for  publi- 
cation; they  shall  also  report  what  documents  should  be 
printed  for  immediate  distribution,  and  those  to  be  included 
only  in  the  volume  of  legislative  documents ;  also,  those  of 
such  importance  as  to  require  extra  copies  for  distribution  by 
the  members  and  for  preservation  in  the  said  volume  of  docu- 
ments; and  when  any  report  is  adopted  in  favor  of  embracing  ^t  to  m 
any  document  in  the  said  volume  of  legislative  documents,  ana^ 
printing  additional  copies  for  general  distribution,  the  printer 
shall  print  both  editions  of  said  document  from  the  same  form,

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  the  trustees  of  school  district 
number  five,  in  the  tovmship  of  Freehold,  in  the  county  of 
Monmouth,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  use  the  surplus 
school  money  in  their  hands,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  be 
necessary  towards  the  payment  of  the  debt  incurred  in  the 
erection  of  the  new  house  in  said  district.

Hulme,  Barclay  White,  Benajah  B.  Powell,  Ezra  Haines,  Al- 
len Fennimore,  and  their  associate  shareholders  in  the  Mount 
Holly  Bank,  an  association  formed  at  Mount  Holly,  in  the 
county  of  Burlington,  New  Jersey,  and  organized  iiypLder  the 
provisions  of  an  act  of  the  legislature,  entitled  "  An  act  to  au- 
thorize the  business  of  banking,"  and  their  successors  and  as- 
signs,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  corporation  and  a 
body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Mount  Holly 
Bank,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  and  exercise  banking 
powers  and  the  incidental  corporate  powers  enumerated  in  the

townships,  who  are  hereby  vested  with  the  same  power  and 
authority  as  now  belongs  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways  of 
the  tow^nship  through  which  the  said  ditch,  drain  or  water 
course  runs.

For  every  dozen  of  calves,  sheep  or  hogs,  one  cent ; 

For  every  dozen  of  horses,  mules  or  cattle,  four  cents ; 
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And  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  toll-gatherers  to  stop 
persons  riding,  leading  or  driving  any  horses,  mules  or  calves, 
sheep  or  hogs,  or  carriages  of  burthen  or  pleasure,  from  pass- 
ing through  the  said  gates  or  turnpikes  until  they  shall  have 

Xzceptiona.  paid  the  toll  as  above  specified ;  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  so  constraed  so  as  to  entitle  the  said  company  to  demand 
or  receive  toll  of  or  from  any  person  passing  to  or  from  pub- 
lic worship  on  the  Sabbath  day,  or  passing  to  or  from  a  fune- 
ral, or  any  person  passing  to  or  from  his  common  business  on 
his  farm,  or  any  militiaman  passing  to  or  from  training  on  a 
muster  day  appointed  by  law,  or  any  other  military  officer  or 
soldier  passing  or  repassing  when  called  to  do  duty  by  the 
laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States. 

M^^BtamMi  15.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  before  the  said  company  shall 
receive  toll  for  traveling  said  road,  they  shall  cause  mile 
stones  or  posts  to  be  erected  and  maintained,  one  for  each  and 
every  mile  on  the  said  road,  and  on  each  stone  or  post  shall 
be  fairly  and  legibly  marked  the  distance  the  stone  or  post  is 
from  Robertsville ;  and  shall  cause  to  be  fixed  and  always  to

V.  H.  Ryerson,  Albert  A.  Hopper,  Daniel  McGrogan,  John 
D.  Hogan,  William  S.  Hogincamp,  Joseph  N.  Taylor,  Simon 
P.  Van  Winkle,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by 
the  name  of  "The  Passaic  County  Agricultural  Society."        ^■»•• 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  society  shall  from  time  ?<>▼•». 
to  time  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  alter,  ordain  and

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Aasembli/  of 
the  State  of  New  JevBey^  That  the  subscription  books  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Holmdel  and  Middletown  Point  Turnpike 
Company  shall  be  opened  by  Alfred  B.  Dayton,  George  G. 
Smock,  William  S.  Horner,  Thomas  I.  Bedle,  Daniel  C. 
Smock,  Daniel  S.  Stillwill  and  John  W.  Suydam,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  who  are  hereby  appointed  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions to  said  stock,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  or  a 
majority  of  them  may  direct,  giving  notice  thereof  at  least 
twenty  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  said  books,  by  publishing 
the  same  in  at  least  one  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth. 
Capital  Bto<ik.  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  in- 
creasing it  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  that  when  two 
hundred  or  more  shares  shall  be  subscribed  for  and  taken, 
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the  persons  holding  the  same  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
incorporated  into  a  company  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The 
Holmdel  and  Middletown  Point  Turnpike  Company,"  and  by  Name, 
that  name  and  style  shall  have,  enjoy  and  exercise  all  the 
rights,  powers  and  privileges  appertaining  to  corporate  bodies, 
and  necessary  to  carry  the  objects  of  this  act  into  effect.

which  meeting  the  subscription  books  shall  be  laid  before  the 
stockholders,  who  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot 
five  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  this«vedirecton. 
state,  to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company  for  one  year,  of 
which  election  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  be  judges ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  term,  and 
annually  thereafter,  upon  like  notice  being  given  by  the  di- 
rectors for  the  time  being,  the  said  stockholders  shall  elect 
by  ballot  the  same  number  of  directors,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  citizens  of  this  state,  as  aforesaid;  and  at  every

shall  have  charge  of  thB  seal  of  the  company,  and  he  shall 
appoint  the  judge  or  judges  of  all  elections  of  stockholders ;

maintaining  of  said  turnpike  road. 
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i^y^entaron  ^2.  And  be  it  euocUd,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
company,  their  officers,  superintendents,  engineers  and  vrork- 
men,  with  carts  and  wagons  and  other  carriages,  and  with 
beasts  of  burden  and  draught,  and  allnecessary  materials  and 
tools,  to  enter  upon  all  lands  contiguous  or  near  to  the  route 
of  said  road,  doing  as  little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  re- 
pairing any  breach  they  might  make  in  the  enclosures  thereof, 
and  to  make  all  ditches  and  underdrains  across  and  through 
such  lands  necessary  for  properly  draining  said  road ;  and 
that  when  the  said  company  or  its  agents  cannot  agree  with 
the  .owner  or  owners  of  said  lands  or  materials  for  the 
purchase  thereof,  or  when  by  reason  of  the  legal  incapacity 
or  absence  of  such  owner  or  owners  no  such  agreement  can 
be  made,  a  particular  description  of  the  lands  or  materials  so 
required  for  the  use  of  the  said  company  in  the  construction 
of  the  said  road  shall  be  given  in  writing,  under  the  oath  or

And  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  toll  gatherers  to  stop 
persons  riding,  leading  or  driving  any  horses,  cattle,  mules, 
calves,  sheep  or  hogs,  or  carriages  of  burden  or  pleasure,  from 
passing  through  the  said  gates  or  turnpikes  until  they  shall 
nave  paid  the  toll  as  above  specified. 

14.  And  be  it  enactedy  That  before  the  said  company  shall  JJJjf^^^^* 
receive  toll  for  traveling  said  road,  they  shall  cause  mile

•./'..•'       the  collection  of  its  debts,  has  become  the  owner  of  seven- 
.    '"V"  teen  hundred  and  eighty-two  shares  of  the  said  stock,  and 

\-  •  contemplate  becoming  the  owner  of  two  hundred  and  eigh- 

teen shares  more,  thereby  reducing  the  number  of  outstand- 
ing shares  to  four  thousand ;  and  whereas,  the  said  bank, 
by  misfortunes,  insolvent  debtors,  and  the  southern  rebel- 
lion, have  sustained  losses  to  the  estimated  amount  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  thereby  reducing  the  value  of 
the  remaining  shares  of  the  capital  stock  to  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each ;  now,  with  a  view  to  reduce  the 
capital  stock  of  the  said  bank  to  correspond  therewith, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  said 
bank  shall  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  as  heretofore,  to  be  divided  into  four 
thousand  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each.

1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  hereafter  no  person  shall  offer 
or  expose  for  sale,  or  sell  within  the  township  of  Woodhridge, 
in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  any  ale,  heer,  lager  heer,  porter, 
or  other  fermented  liquor,  without  having  first  obtained  from 
the  town  committee  of  said  township,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
a  license  for  such  purpose,  under  their  hands,  for  a  period  of 
one  year  from  its  date,  upon  such  terms  and  restrictions  as 
the  said  committee  may  impose  or  direct;  and  no  person 
shall  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  or  sell  within  said  township, 
any  ardent  or  spirituous  liquois  hy  less  measure  than  five 
gallons,  without  having  first  obtained  a  license  for  such  pur- 
pose as  above  directed;  and  any  person  offending  against 
either  of  the  above  provisions  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished 
by  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  together  with  the  costs 
of  prosecution,  to  be  sued  for  by  the  township  committee,  and 
on  non-payment  thereof  shall  be  committed  to  the  common 
jail  of  the  county  for  any  period  not  exceeding  sixty  days, 
and  which  said  fine  shall  be  paid,  when  collected,  to  the 
township  collector  for  the  use  of  said  township;  provided^ 
that  the  prosecution  for  violation  of  this  act  shall  be  com- 
menced within  six  months  after  the  offence  shall  have  been 
committed ;  and  provided  further^  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  affect  the  keepers  of  inns  and  taverns  duly  licensed  in 
accordance  to  law. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  every  person  to  whom  the  said 
^  town  committee  shall  see  cause  to  grant  a  license  to  sell  fer- 
mented liquors  or  liquor,  shall,  before  the  delivery  of  the 
said  license  to  him,  or  her,  pay  to  the  township  committee 
such  sum  as  the  said  committee,  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall 
assess  thereon,  not  being  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  seventy 
dollars;  and  no  such  license  shall  be  delivered  unless  the 
money  so  assessed  for  the  same  shall  have  been  first  paid  to 
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said  committeey  which  money  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  use 
of  the  poor  of  said  township.

tion  of  goods  and  chattels  from  their  lawful  owner,  or  the 
person  entitled  by  law  to  the  possession  of  the  same,  shall  be 
deemed  an  unlawful  taking  by  force  and  arms  for  the  purpose 

of  supporting  an  action  of  replevin,  and  replevin  shall  lie  for 
goods  and  chattels  so  unlawfully  detained,  but  no  cost^  shall 
be  recovered  in  such  action  founded  on  such  unlawful  deten 
tion  against  any  defendant  not  defending  such  suit,  unless  a 
demand  in  writing  for  the  delivery  of  such  goods  shall  have 
been  served  on  him,  or  left  at  his  dwelling  house  before  the 
issuing  of  the  writ ;  but  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  action  Kertnction.

CHAPTER   LXIV. 

Supplement  to  an  act  incorporating  the  New  York  and  Buirs 
Ferry  Eailroad  Company,  approved  March  fourteenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one. 


Kamectuuiffed  1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  Creneral  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  the  name  of  said  company  be 
changed  to  the  "New  York  and  Fort  Lee  Railroad  Company," 
and  that  the  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  build  said 
railroad  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a 
supplement,  to  some  point  at  or  near  the  village  of  Fort  Lee, 
in  the  county  of  Bergen. 
SndlTmited  ^*  ^^^  ^^  *^  enactedy  That  the  said  New  York  and  Fort 
to  $150,000.  Lee  Railroad  Company  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds 
bearing  not  more  than  seven  per  centum  interest  per  annum, 
which  bonds  shall  constitute  a  first  lien  on  the  railroad,  its 
cars,  real  estate  and  franchises,  and  to  dispose  of  said  bonds 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  contruction  of  said  railroad, 
at  a  rate  not  less  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  their  par  value, 
and  redeemable  in  thirty  years  from  date;  provided^  the 
directors  of  the  said  company  shall  deem  it  to  be  to  the  interest 
of  said  company  so  to  do,  and  the  whole  amount  of  bonds 
hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  railroad  shall  not  ex- 
tend northerly  of  the  southerly  line  of  the  dock  of  !Robert 
Annett,  in  the  village  of  Fort  Lee,  and  that  from  Bull's  Ferry 
northerly  to  the  land  owned  by  David  Demaray,  in  the  village 
of  Fort  Lee;  the  said  railroad  shall  not  be  constructed  west- 
erly of  the  westerly  side  of  the  public  road  which  now  exists 
along  or  near  the  river  shore,  and  that  from  the  southerly 
side  of  the  said  land  owned  by  the  said  David  Demaray  to  the 
northerly  terminus  of  said  railroad,  said  railroad  shall  be 
made  along  the  river  shore  easterly  of  the  upland,  and  not 
otherwise. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act, 
or  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  impair  or 
take  away  the  water  or  riparian  rights  of  the  owner  or  owners

ished, on  conviction,  by  a  fine  not  more  than  three  hundred 
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dollars,  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  not  more  than  three 
years,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
Penalty  tw^  2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  if  any  person  shall  forge,  alter 
li.oj^jCoun-  or  counterfeit,  or  cause,  counsel  or  procure  to  be  forged, 
altered  or  counterfeited,  with  intent  to  defraud  any  person  or 
body  corporate,  any  order  or  request  in  writing  for  the  giving 
of  credit  to  any  person  in  such  order  or  request  in  writing 
named  or  referred  to ;  and  if  any  person  shall  utter  and  pub- 
lish as  true,  with  such  fraudulent  intent  as  aforesaid,  any 
such  forged,  altered  or  counterfeited  order  or  request  in 
writing,  knowing  the  same  to  be  forged,  altered  or  counter- 
feited, he,  she  or  they  shall  be  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor, 
and  on  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or 
imprisonment,  or  both,  as  directed  in  the  forty-eighth  section 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

3.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.

owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises  in  front  of  which  the  same 
shall  be ; 

lY .  To  establish  and  regulate  one  or  more  pounds,  and  to  ponndi.

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streets  or  public  places,  of  horses,  cattle,  swiae  or  other  ani- 
mals, and  to  authorize  the  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same 
for  the  penalty  incurred,  and  the  costs  of  impounding,  keep- 
ing and  selling  the  same ;

and  to  authorize  their  destruction  when  so  found  at  large ;

UMtiuh,*o.  YI.  To  license  and  regulate  persons  for  the  sale  of  meat, 
fish,  vegetables  and  fruit  upon  stands  of  any  kind  in  the  street 
and  public  places  of  the  town ; 

SmSmm'*^  VII.  To  regulate  weights  and  measures  in  conformity  with 
the  standard  established  by  law,  and  to  require  every  dealer  in 
merchandise  or  property  of  any  description,  to  have  his,  her 
or  their  weights  and  measures  conform  thereto ; 

gjjjjyjg^^,  Vni.  To  prescribe  and  define  the  duties  of  all  officers  or 
agents  appointed  by  the  common  council,  and  to  determine 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  them  for  any  service  required 
of  them  by  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supple- 
ment, or  by  any  ordinance  or  resolutions  of  the  common  coun* 
cil. 

Fenaitieitnd      3.  And  be  it  enactcdj  That  in  all  cas^s  where  the  common 

howPBcoTcred^^^^^jj  shall  havc  authority  to  pass  ordinances  on  any  sub- 
ject, they  may  prescribe  a  penalty  or  penalties  for  the  viola- 
tion thereof,  either  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered,

for  the  use  of  Passaic  water  where  the  same  is  taken  and 
used,  and  the  owner  and  occupier  of  any  house,  lot  or  tene- 
ment shall  each  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  prices  so 
fixed ;  and  the  said  common  council  shall  also  from  time  to 
time  fix  a  sum  to  be  assessed  annually  upon  all  vacant  lots 
and  lots  with  buildings  thereon  in  which  Passaic  water  is  not 
taken,  and  also  upon  the  lots  or  buildings  where  the  water  is 
taken,  if  the  same  are  situated  upon  any  road,  street,  avenue, 
lane,  alley  or  court  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  through  or  in 
which  pipes  for  distributing  the  water  are  laid,  which  prices 
and  sums  so  fixed  and  assessed  shall  be  denominated  ^^  water

one-half  the  net  proceeds  of  all  sales  of  lots  shall  be  appro- 
priated or  funded  for  the  embellishment  and  maintaining  the

the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  West  Hoboken,  in  the  county 
of  Hudson,  to  grade,  improve  and  regulate  the  streets,  roads, 
lanes,  alleys,  avenues,  public  highways,  street  crossings,  sew- 
ers and  sidewalks  within  the  limits  of  said  township,  as  here- 
inafter provided;  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  all  the 
streets,  roads,  lanes,  alleys,  avenues  and  public  highways  now 
in  public  use,  and  that  shall  hereafter  be  laid  out  and  dedi- 
cated to  public  use  within  the  limits  of  said  township,  are 
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hereby  declared  to  be  public  highways,  and  are  erected  into 
one  or  more  road  districts,  under  the  supervision  of  the  town-

for  township  purposes. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  township  committee  are 
hereby  directed  to  elect  one  of  their  number  treasurer  of  the 
township  of  West  Hoboken,  who  shall  be  required  to  file  a 
bond  with  the  clerk  of  said  township  for  the  faithful  discharge 
df  his  duties  as  said  treasurer ;  said  bond  shall  be  satisfactory 
to  said  committee,  and  shall  be  in  amount  equal  to  at  least 
double  the  amount  of  the  annual  assessment  and  tax  voted  at 
the  annual  election  of  said  township,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  said  committee  for  township  purposes.

18.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  all  the  drivers  of  carriages, 
sleighs  or  sleds,  of  every  kind  and  description,  whether  of  bur- 
den or  pleasure,  or  persons  on  horseback,  using  said  road, 
shall  keep  their  horses,  carriages,  sleighs  or  sleds  on  the  right 
hand  of  said  road  in  the  passing  direction,  leaving  the  other 
side  of  the  road  free  and  clear  for  carriages,  sleighs, 
or  persons  on  horseback  to  pass;  and  if  any  person  shall 
offend  against  this  provision,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  to  any  person  who  shall  be  obstructed 
in  his  or  her  passage,  and  will  sue  for  the  same,  and  shall 
also  be  subject  to  an  action  for  damages  for  every  such  offence, 
to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit. 

19.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  not 
K»^8  lo'^teep  the  said  road  and  bridges  in  repair,  and  complaint  there- 
of shall  be  made  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county 
of  Monmouth,  who  may  be  disinterested,  the  said  justice  shall 
immediately  appoint  by  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal,  three 
of  the  township  committee  of  the  township  wherein  the  cause 
of  complaint  arose,  or  if  it  be  on  the  line  of  any  two  town- 
ships, of  either  of  said  townships,  which  three  persons  being

disinterested  in  said  road,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  notice 
being  given  to  the  keeper  of  the  nearest  gate  or  turnpike, 
shall  meet  at  snch  time  and  place  as  the  said  justice  may 
appoint,  and  having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  act  im* 
partially,  shall  proceed  to  view  and  examine  the  said  road  so 
complained  of,  and  to  report  to  the  said  justice  in  writing, 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  or  under  the  hands  and  seals  of 
any  two  of  them,  whether  it  be  in  such  state  as  the  law  re- 
quires it  to  be  kept ;  and  if  the  report  be  unfavorable  to  the 
said  road,  the  said  justice  shall  immediately  in  writing,  under 
his  hand  and  seal,  order  the  keeper  of  the  said  gate  or  turn-

be  allowed  for  his  services  fifty  cents,  and  the  persons  ap- 
pointed one  dollar  each,  to  be  paid  by  the  company ;  and  it

CHAPTER   LXXXV. 

A  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  ^'  An  act  to  prevent  horses, 
cattle,  sheep  and  swine  from  running  at  large  in  the  town« 
ships  of  Hackensack  and  Harrington,  in  the  county  of  Ber- 
gen," approved  February  twelfth,  one  thousand  eight  hun* 
dred  and  fifty-two. 

ProTisioiu  ex-  1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  hjf  the  Senate  and  Q-eneral  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  all  the  provisions  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement  be  extended  and  are  hereby  ex* 
tended  to  the  townships  of  G-reenwich  and  Hopewell,  in  the 
cotmty  of  Cumberland,  and  to  all  the  townships  contained 
within  the  limits  of  the  county  of  Hunterdon,  and  to  the  town- 
ship of  Mendham  in  the  county  of  Morris. 

2.  Ajid  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  im* 
mediately  on  the  passage  and  approval  thereof.

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CHAPTER   LXXXVI. 

A  further  supplement  to  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  relating  to 
the  registering  and  returns  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages 
in  the  state  of  New  Jersey,'*  approved  March  third,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  hg  the  Senate  and  Greneral  Asiemhly  of^aetaoTB  to 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  duties  required  by  the  first 

and  second  sections  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
shall  hereafter  be  performed  by  the  assessors  of  the  several 
townships  and  wards  of  this  state ;  and  the  said  assessors  shall  ^ieiand 
transmit  to  the  clerks  of  their  respective  townships  or  cities, 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  the  record 
by  them  made  as  required  by  the  said  act,  and  which  record 
shall  include  the  births,  deaths  and  marriages  by  him  ascer- 
tained by  actual  inquiry  or  otherwise,  which  have  happened 
within  such  township  during  the  year  next  preceding ;  the 
said  assessor  shall  annex  to  said  record  an  afSdavit  that  he 
has  performed  the  duties  required  by  this  act  faithfully,  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability ;  and  upon  receiving  a 
certificate  from  the  said  clerk,  that  such  return  has  been  made 
to  him  within  the  time  limited,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  whole  number  of  said  births,  deaths  and  marriages  so  re- 
turned, the  said  assessor  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
collector  of  said  township  five  cents  for  each  birth,  death  and 
marriage  by  him  so  as  aforesaid  returned,  the  receipt  for  which 
shall  be  annexed  to  the  said  certificate,  and  no  payment  shall 
be  made  unless  such  certificate  be  produced. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  SJJ;J«"p 
of  the  several  townships  and  cities  of  this  state  to  make  a  copy 

of  said  record  into  the  township  or  city  book  for  recording  births, 
deaths  and  marriages,  and  to  transmit  to  the  secretary  of  state 
annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  a  certified 
copy  of  said  record,  and  upon  an  acknowledgment  from  the  sec- 
retary of  state  of  a  receipt  of  the  said  copy,  the  said  clerk  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  fiv£  cents  for  each  birth, 
death  and  marriage  so  returned  by  him ;  provided,  that  no  ProTiao. 
payment  shall  be  made  for  said  services  without  a  production 
of  said  receipt.

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3.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  all  books  and  blanks  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  sent  by  the  sec- 
retary of  state  to  the  clerk  of  each  county,  who  shall  distrib- 
ute them  to  the  several  township  clerks  for  the  use  of  the  said 
clerks  and  assessors ;  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  said  coun- 
ty clerks  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  of 
their  respective  counties. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  supplementary,  and  every  part  thereof  inconsis- 
tent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

5.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  every  assessor  and  clerk  who 
shall  fail  to  coiuply  with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by 
an  action  of  debt  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  which  said  assessor  or  clerk  are 
officers,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction ;  and  the  said 
overseers  are  required  to  commence  said  suit  upon  receiving 
notice  from  the  secretary  of  state  that  such  record  has  not 
been  received  in  his  office  within  the  time  above  limited. 

6.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  have  immediate 
effect.

An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Bergen. 

Township  of       1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
wn  mcor-  ^^^  g^^^^  ^y.  ^^^  Jersey,  That  all  that  part  of  the  county  of 

Hudson  which  now  constitutes  the  township  of  Bergen,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  formed  into  a  town  corporate,  to  be  desig- 
nated and  known  in  law  as  "The  Town  of  Bergen;"  and  all 
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the  citizens  of  this  state  who  are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be, 
inhabitants  within  said  limits,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Town  of  Bergen,"  instead  of  as  heretofore  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Bergen,  in  the 
county  of  Hudson ;"  and  they  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  any  township  of  this  state,  not  hereby  expressly 
abrogated,  altered  or  avoided,  and  they  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  a  municipal  corporation  necessary  for  carrying  out 
the  objects  of  this  act ;  and  for  general  purposes  not  provided 
for  by  this  act,  the  said  "  The  Town  of  Bergen  "  shall  be  con- Name, 
sidered  a  township. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  officers  of  said  town  shall  officer*, 
consist  of  seven  councilmen,  a  town  clerk,  who  shall  also  be 
the  clerk  of  elections,  one  or  more  assessors,  a  collector,  a  su- 
perintendent of  schools,  three  commissioners  of  appeals,  one 
freeholder,  commonly  called  a  chosen  freeholder,  two  survey- 
ors of  the  highways,  one  or  more  overseers  of  the  poor,  two  or 
more  constables,  and  two  or  more  overseers  of  the  highways, 
two  or  more  poundkeepers,  three  judges  of  elections,  one  trea- 
surer, and  one  collector  of  arrears  of  taxes  and  assessments ; 
all  of  which  officers  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  and 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead ;  which 
officers,  except  the  town  clerk,  the  treasurer,  and  the  collec- 
tor of  arrears  of  taxes  and  assessments,  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually, on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April,  in  the  same  manner  Firateiecuoo. 
as  township  officers  are  now  elected  in  the  said  township  of 
Bergen,  the  election  to  be  held  and  conducted  by  the  judges

on, and  all  costs,  charges  and  expenses,  and  to  execute  under 
the  common  seal  of  said  town  a  declaration  of  such  sale, 
to  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  councilmen  and  the  town 
clerk,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  purchaser;  and  such 
purchaser,  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns  shall,  by 
virtue  thereof,  lawfully  hold  and  enjoy  the  said  lands,  tene- 
ments or  real  estate  for  his  and  their  own  proper  use,  against 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  all  persons  claiming  under 
him  or  them,  until  his  said  term  shall  be  completed  and  ended ; 
provided^  the  said  councilmen  shall  first  have  caused  said  sale  Proviao. 
to  be  advertised  for  at  least  sixty  days  in  at  least  one  public 
newspaper  generally  circulated  in  said  town,  and  also  by  ad- 
vertisement put  up  in  at  least  five  public  places  in  the  said 
town,  which  advertisements  shall  describe  the  said  lands,  ten- 
ements or  real  estate,  and  specify  the  amount  of  the  assess- 
ment or  tax,' and  the  recitals  in  such  declaration  of  sale  shall 
be  evidence  of  the  assessment,  advertising  and  sale ;  and j^ro- Proviso. 
vided  ahoj  that  the  lands,  tenements  or  real  estate  so  sold 
may  be  redeemed  by  the  owner,  mortgagee,  occupant  or  per- 
son interested  therein,  or  by  any  other  person  for  or  in  behalf 
of  the  owner,  mortgagee  or  claimant  of  such  lafids,  tenements 
or  real  estate,  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  sale  for 
either  taxes  or  assessments,  or  for  both,  by  paying  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  town,  for  the  use  of  the  said  purchaser,  the 
purchase  money,  together  with  any  other  sum  paid  for 
tax  or  assessment  which  the  said  purchaser  may  have  paid, 
chargeable  on  such  lands,  tenements  or  real  estate,  and  which 
he  is  hereby  authorized  to  do,  with  interest  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  fifteen  per  cent,  per  annum  in  addition  thereto ;  and 
the  certificate  of  the  treasurer  of  the  town,  stating  the  pay- 
ment and  showing  what  lands,  tenements  or  real  estate  such 
payment  is  intended  to  redeem,  shall  be  evidence  of  such  re- 
demption ;  a  mortgagee  shall  have  power  to  redeem  at  any 
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time  until  the  expiration  of  the  six  months'  notice  herein  speci- 
fied ;  no  mortgagee  whose  mortgage  shall  have  been  duly  re- 
corded before  sale  for  any  tax  or  assessment,  shall  be  effected 
by  such  sale,  unless  six  months'  notice,  in  writing,  shall  have 
been  given  to  him  by  the  purchaser,  or  those  claiming  under 
him,  either  personally,  or  if  not  to  be  found  in  the  said  town 
of  Bergen,  then  such  notice  shall  be  deposited  in  the  post  of- 
fice in  or  nearest  to  said  town,  directed  to  him  at  his  last 
known  place  of  residence,  (or  at  the  post  office  nearest  there- 
to ;)  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
impair  the  lien  created  by  such  tax,  assessment  or  sale ;  and 
provided  alsOy  that  the  said  term  of  time  for  which  any  land, 
tenement  or  real  estate  so  sold  as  aforesaid  shall  not  com- 
mence, nor  shall  said  purchaser  or  those  claiming  under  him 
have  a  right  of  possession  to  said  land,  tenement  or  real  es- 
tate until  the  two  years  limited  for  the  redemption  of  the  same 
shall  have  expired ;  and  the  said  purchaser,  or  those  claiming 
under  him,  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  such  declaration  of  sale, 
quit  and  surrender  the  said  lands,  tenements  or  real  estate  in 
as  good  state  or  condition  as  when  he  entered  thereon,  natu- 

Provtoo.  ^^^  yrcskT  and  accidents  excepted ;  provided  aho,  that  the  said 
sale  may  be  adjourned  or  postponed  from  time  to  time,  or  sus- 
pended, as  the  councilmen  may  direct ;  and  provided^  that  if 
at  any  sale  of  lands,  tenements  or  real  estate  for  assessment 
or  taxes,  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  shall  remain  unsold 
.  for  the  want  of  purchasers,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
councilmen  to  adjourn  the  said  sale  not  less  than  thirty  days 
nor  more  than  sixty  days ;  twenty  days*  notice  at  least  shall 
be  given  as  aforesaid  of  the  said  adjourned  sale ;  and  if  at 
said  adjourned  sale  there  shall  be  no  purchasers  for  said  lands, 
tenements  or  real  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  then  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the 'treasurer  of  the  said  town  of  Bergen  to  pur- 
chase the  said  lands,  tenements  and  real  estate  for  the  benefit 
of  the  town,  subject  to  the  same  redemption  as  hereinbefore 

mTeemlS^  ^  provided  for ;  provided  aUo,  that  all  moneys  paid  for  the  re- 
demption of  said  lands,  tenements  or  real  estate  as  aforesaid, 
together  with  such  taxes  and  assessments  paid  by  a  mortgagee 
or  judgment  creditor,  shall  be  a  lien  on  said  lands,  tenements 
or  real  estate  for  the  amount  so  paid,  with  interest  at  the  rate 
of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  such  lien  shall  have  the 
preference  over  all  other  liens  on  said  lands,  tenements  or 
real  estate;  and  on  foreclosure  of  any  mortgage  by  such 
mortgagee  redeeming  shall  be  directed  to  be  made  out  of  said 
lands ;  and  on  sale  of  said  lands  under  any  such  judgment, 
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shall  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale ;  provided  fur-  Proviso. 
ther^  that  a  complete  record  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  shall 
be  kept  in  the  town  clerk's  office,  which  record  shall  contain 
the  time  when  such  assessments  and  taxes  were  laid,  the  time 
when  they  were  paid,  (and  if  the  property  has  been  sold  there- 
for,) the  time  of  said  sale,  and  to  whom  sold,  and  if  redeemed 
when  and  by  whom :  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to 
record  in  a  book,  to  be  called  ^^Kecords  of  Sales,'*  all  decla-Reconiofsaie 
rations  of  sale,  to  give  certificates  of  search,  in  relation  to 
liens,  to  any  person  or  persons  applying  for  the  same,  and  to 
cancel  such  declarations  when  the  property  for  which  they 
were  given  shall  be  redeemed,  on  certificate  of  the  town  trea- 
surer of  such  redemption,  and  to  file  said  certificate  in  the 
said  clerk's  office :  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  make 
cot  two  certificates  for  all  property  redeemed,  one  for  the  per- 
son redeeming,  and  one  to  be  filed  in  said  clerk's  office. 

24.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  all  state  and  county  taxes  ^J^^^nj^^^ 
shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  like  manner  as  town  taxes 

are  assessed  and  collected,  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  town 
collector  to  the  county  collector  in  like  manner  and  under 
like  penalties  as  township  collectors  are  directed  by  law. 

25.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  assessor  or  assessors  au* 
thorized  to  be  elected  by  this  act,  shall  have  only  the  voice 
of  the  assessor  of  a  township  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  in  the 
county  board  of  assessors. 

26.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  corporation  may,  byj*®j^«^j(.^^ 
their  title,  "The  town  of  Bergen,"  have  power  to  pass,  en- »tre«^ de- 
force, alter  and  repeal  ordinances  to  take  efiect  within  said 

town  of  Bergen  for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit :  to  lay  out, 
open,  widen,  alter,  grade,  alter  and  regulate  the  grade  of 
streets,  roads  and  avenues,  side  and  crosswalks;  to  pave, 
macadamize,  gravel,  curb  and  gutter  the  streets,  roads  and 
avenues ;  to  lay  side  and  crosswalks  of  flag,  plank  or  other 
material ;  to  construct  and  build  sewers,  drains  and  receiv- 
ing basins  of  brick,  stone  or  other  material,  in  and  from  the 
public  streets,  roads  and  avenues ;  to  repair  the  streets,  roads 
and  avenues,  side  and  crosswalks,  sewers,  drains  and  receiv- 
ing basins,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof;  to  reset  the 
curbs  and  gutters  in  the  streets,  roads  or  avenues,  or  any  part 
thereof;  to  assess  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  same  equita- 
bly upon  the  owners  of  the  lands  fronting  upon  the  improve- 
ment as  applied  for,  in  proportion  to  the  benefits  received, 
and  for  collecting  the  amount  thereof  from  the  persons  against 
whom  such  assessment  shall  be  made  respectively  as  herein- 
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after  provided  for;  to  regulate  the  laying  of  water  or  gas 
pipes  in  or  under  the  streets  and  roads  in  said  town ;  to  ascer- 
tain and  establish  the  boundaries  of  all  streets,  roads  and 
avenues  in  said  town,  and  to  prevent  and  remove  all  encroach- 
ments, encumbrances  and  nuisances,  in  and  upon  any  street, 
'  or  any  part  thereof,  lot  or  enclosure,  place  or  places,  in  said 
town,  and  in  every  other  respect  to  secure  to  the  public  and 
the  adjoining  owners  the  safe  and  convenient  use  of  the  streets 
and  sidewalks  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are,  or  may  be, 
laid  out  and  dedicated;  to  make  and  adopt  an  assessment 
map  whereby  to  describe  lands  assessed  for  taxes  or  improve- 
ments ;  to  prevent  horses,  cattle,  swine,  dogs  and  goats  from 
running  at  large  in  the  streets  and  roads,  and  to  provide  for 
the  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same ;  to  prevent  immoderate 
driving  in  the  streets,  and  driving  over  and  upon  sidewalks ; 
to  prevent  riots,  routs,  disturbances  or  disorderly  assemblages 
in  any  street,  house  or  place  in  said  town ;  to  prevent  and 
suppress  gaming  houses,  and  to  prohibit  gaming,  and  to  re- 
strain and  punish  all  mendicants,  vagrants,  street  beggars 
and  common  prostitutes ;  to  suppress  vice  and  immorality ;  to 
license,  regulate  or  prohibit  inns  or  taverns,  and  to  prohibit 
all  traffic  in,  or  sale  of,  intoxicating  drink  or  drinks,  and  to 
^dSra."  °^^  license,  regulate,  and  to  prohibit  hawkers  and  pedlars,  on 
such  terms  and  under  such  regulations  and  penalties  as  the 
councilmen  shall,  by  ordinance,  impose ;  and  no  other  license 
for  such  purpose  within  said  town,  granted  by  any  other  au- 
thority, shall  be  lawful,  except  licenses  granted  by  the  gover- 
nor to  hawkers  and  pedlars ;  and  to  prescribe  the  duties  and 
compensation  of  all  officers  not  fixed  by  statute ;  provided^ 
that  no  ordinance  or  by-law  shall  be  enacted  or  passed  by  the 
said  councilmen  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  introduced 
before  the  said  councilmen  at  a  previous  meeting,  and  agreed 
to  by^at  least  four  of  said  councilmen  upon  the  passage  thereof. 
27.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board 
of  councilmen,  by  ordinance,  to  lay  out,  open,  widen,  alter, 
grade,  pave,  macadamize,  gravel,  curb  and  gutter  any  street, 
road  or  avenue,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  said  town,  lay  side 
and  crosswalks,  build  sewers,  drains  and  receiving  basins  ia 
and  upon  any  street,  road  or  avenue  in  said  town,  or  any 
part  thereof,  on  the  application,  in  writing,  to  the  said  board 
of  councilmen,  by  at  least  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the 
lands  over  which  such  improvements  shall  pass ;  and  all  such 
applications  shall  be  advertised  by  the  board  of  councilmen 
in  one  of  the  Hudson  county  daily  newspapers  circulating  in  said 
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town,  and  also  by  notices  put  up  in  five  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  town,  for  ten  days  at  least  before  the  same  are 
adopted  and  the  ordinances  are  passed  to  carry  out  the  same^ 
in  which  ordinance  there  shall  be  appointed  three  discreet,  ^Jj^if'*'**" 
impartial  and  disinterested  persons,  residents  and  freeholders 
in  said  town,  commissioners,  who  shall  be  duly  sworn  or 
affirmed  to  examine  into  the  whole  matter  impartially,  and  to 
the  best  of  their  judgment,  skill  and  ability,  who  shall  cause 
a  survey  and  map  to   be  made   of  said  improvement,  dis- 
tinguishing each  lot  or  parcel  by  numbers  on  said  map ;  who 
shall  estimate  the  whole  cost  of  said  improvement,  according 
to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  and  shall  assess  such  estimated 
costs  upon  said  lands  fronting  upon  said  improvement,  in  pro* 
portion  to  the  benefit  received  by  each  lot  or  parcel  on  said  im- 
provement, and  report  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  lots  or  par- 
cels, as  far  as  practicable,  with  the  amount  assessed  to  each,  and 
shall  file  said  report  and  map  with  the  clerk  of  the  town,  within 
thirty  days  after  their  appointment ;  the  clerk  shall  give  notice 
of  the  filing  of  any  such  report  and  map,  within  ten  days  after 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  him,  in  one  of  the  Hudson  county 
daily  newspapers  circulating  in  said  town,  and  by  notice  put  up 
in  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town  for  ten  days ;  and 
unless  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  report,  the 
owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  lands  to  be  assessed  for  such  im- 
provements shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  town  a  remon- 
strance signed  by  them,  or  their  agent,  lawfully  authorized, 
said  councilmen  shall  proceed  to  execute  said  improvement, 
but  if  such  remonstrance  shall  be  filed,  the  councilmen  shall 
proceed  no  further  in  such  improvement  under  that  applica- 
tion ;  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  council  in 
such  proceedings  shall  be  repaid  to  the  town  by  the  petitioners  SSE^""* 
of  such  improvements,  and  the  councilmen  may  make  such 
regulations  touching  the  receiving  and  proceedings  upon  such 
petition,  and  security  for  the  expenses  thereof,  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

28.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  all  expenses  and  costs  of  pro-  gosib,  how 
ceedings  for  improvements  "  in  laying  out,  opening,  altering,  '^^ 
widening,  filling  up,  grading,  altering  the  grade  of,  refilling, 
guttering,  curbing,  bridging,  planking  and  paving  streets, 
roads  and  avenues,  and  repairing  the  same,  for  flagging  or 
planking  sidewalks,  and  for  filling  and  refilling  sidewalks,  and 
fmr  repairing  and  relaying  flagging  or  planking  in  or  on  the 
sidewalks,  and  for  repairing  and  resetting  curb  and  gutters, 
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and  bridge,  stone  and  bridging,  and  for  building  drains  and 
sewero,"  when  the  same  shall  be  completed,  shall  be  assessed 
by  said  three  commissioners  upon,  and  paid  by  the  lands  and 
real  estate  fronting  upon  the  improvement  so  applied  for,  in 
proportion  to  the  benefit  received  by  said  lands  and  real 
estate ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  determine,  and  re- 
port in  writing  to  the  board  of  councilmen,  what  proportion 
of  such  expenses  shall  be  assessed  to  each  separate  lot  or 
parcel  of  land,  and  shall  accompany  such  report  with  a  map 
containing  each  lot  assessed,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  which  report  and  map  shall  be  filed  in  the 
ofiice  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  of  Bergen,  whereupon  the  said 
clerk  shall  cause  to  be  inserted  in  at  least  one  of  the  Hudson 
county  daily  newspapers,  circulated  in  said  town,  for  at  least 
twenty  days,  a  notice  of  the  filing  of  said  report  (and  shall  also 
for  the  same  time  put  up  like  notices  in  five  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  town ;)  and  that  the  councilmen  shall  meet  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  specified  in  said  notice,  to  be  at  least  twenty 
days  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  said  report  to  consider  said 
assessment,  and  to  receive  and  consider  all  objections  thereto 
which  may  be  presented  in  writing ;  and  if  the  councilmen 
shall  confirm  said  assessment,  it  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the 
property  assessed  for  the  amount  of  such  assessment,  and 
shall  be  collected  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  ordinance  or 
ordinances  made  by  said  councilmen  for  that  purpose ;  and  if 
the  persons  assessed  neglect  to  pay  to  the  town  treasurer, 
upon  written  notice  of  the  confirmation  of  the  assessment,  and 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance  to  collect  the  same,  the  amount 
of  their  respective  assessments,  within  thirty  days  from  the 
passage  of  said  ordinance,  the  said  councilmen  may  proceed 
to  enforce  the  lien  created  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section 
twenty-three  of  this  act ;  and  whenever  within  said  town  any 
assessment  on  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  shall  remain  unpaid 
for  thirty  days  after  the  confirmation  thereof  by  the  council- 
men,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  councilmen  to  charge,  receive 
and  collect,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  said  assessment,  in- 
terest thereon,  to  be  computed  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent, 
per  annum  from  the  time  of  confirmation  of  such  assessment 
until  the  same  is  paid ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section 
be  construed  to  take  away  the  powers  which  townships  now 
have  to  repair  roads. 

29.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  streets,  roads  or  avenues 
that  shall  hereafter  be  applied  for  to  be  laid  out,  opened^

widened  or  altered,  shall  be  not  less  than  sixty  feet  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  feet  in  width ;  the  sidewalks  upon  either  side 
of  any  street,  road  or  avenue,  shall  occupy  one-fifth  of  the 
whole  width  of  said  street,  road  or  avenue ;  and  said  council- 
men  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance,  to  regulate  the  planting 
of  shade  trees  upon  said  sidewalks,  and  protect  the  same ; 
that  no  lands  shall  be  taken  for  the  laying  out,  opening, 
widening,  or  alteration  of  any  street,  road  or  avenue  in  said 
town,  without  allowing  or  paying  to  the  owner  or  owners  the 
fair  value  of  the  lands  taken,  and  the  improvements  thereon, 
and  the  damage  done  to  any  district,  lot  or  parcel,  or  tene- 
ment, by  taking  part  of  it  for  such  purpose,  and  assessing 
them  for  the  benefit  received,  to  be  determined,  assessed  and 
collected,  as  prescribed  in  the  twenty-seventh  and  twenty- 
eighth  sections  of  this  act. 

80.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  repairs  in  the  carriage  Repairs  of

ways  of  any  street,  road  or  avenue  in  said  town,  m  any  part  and  ffutters. 
thereof  not  applied  for  as  required  by  the  twenty-seventh 
section  of  this  act,  and  not  made  by  the  overseer  of  the  high- 
ways in  whose  road  district  the  said  repairs  are  necessary,  by 
the  committee  on  repairs,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  board 
of  councilmen,  appointed  by  an  ordinance  as  said  committee, 
the  said  repairs  shall  be  made  by  contract,  and  shall  be  paid 
for  by  the  councilmen,  upon  their  approval,  out  of  the  road 
tax  annually  voted ;  that  all  repairs  to  sidewalks,  crosswalks, 
and  curb  and  gutter,  shall  be  made  by  the  owners  of  the 
lands  in  front  of  which  said  repairs  are  necessary,  upon 
written  notice  by  the  committee  on  repairs ;  and  if  the  said 
owner  or  owners  shall  be  non-residents,  it  shall  be  suflBcient 
for  the  committee  on  repairs  to  post  said  notice  upon  or  near 
the  lot  or  lots  in  front  of  which  the  sidewalks  and  curb  and 
gutter  may  require  to  be  repaired  or  relaid ;  and  if  the  same 
shall  not  be  repaired  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  said 
notice,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  committee  on  repairs, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  made,  the  costs  and  expenses  for  repairing  or  re- 
laying as  aforesaid  shall  be  assessed  by  said  councilmen  upon 
the  lands  directly  in  front  of  which  said  repairs  shall  be 
made,  except  the  crosswalks,  which  shall  be  assessed  half  way 
to  the  adjoining  streets,  roads  or  avenues ;  and  shall  remain 
a  lien  thereon,  and  shall  be  collected  as  prescribed  by  this  act 
for  the  collection  of  assessments  for  improvements ;  and  any 
road  assigned  to  any  overseer  of  the  highway  shall  be  subject 
to  such  regulations  and  ordinances  as  the  councilmen  shall 
see  fit  to  adopt. 
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31.  And  he  it  enacted.  That  the  conncilmen  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  by  ordinance  passed  for  the  pur- 
pose, to  prescribe  the  mode  of  establishing  the  grade  of  any 
street,  road  or  avenue  in  said  town,  and  to  establish  the  grade 
thereof,  and  to  authenticate  the  same  by  maps  or  otherwise ; 
and  the  grade  of  any  street  or  road,  or  any  part  thereof, 
when  established  in  accordance  with  said  ordinance,  shall  be 
and  remain  the  permanent  grade  thereof,  and  shall  not  be 
changed  or  altered  except  upon  an  application  to  said  coun- 
cilmen  by  the  owners  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  land  to 
be  affected  thereby,  nor  without  paying  to  the  owners  of  any 
buildings  where  damages  are  sustained  by  the  alteration  of 
such  grade,  the  amount  of  the  same,  w^hich  shall  be  ascer- 
tained  by  the  assessors  making  the  assessment ;  and  that  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  establishing  and  authenticating  such 
grade  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  land  fronting  on  the  street 
or  road  on  which,  or  part  of  which,  such  grade  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  authenticated,  and  the  same  shall  be  and  remain  a 
lien  thereon,  and  the  payment  thereof  enforced  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  other  assessments  for  im- 
provements in  said  town  of  Bergen. 

32.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  when  any  sewer  or  drain  here- 
tofore constructed  in  said  town  by  individuals  at  their  owa 
expense,  shall  be  adopted  by  the  said  councilmen  as  a  con* 
tinuation  or  receiving  sewer  of,  or  for  any  sewer  or  drain  to 
be  constructed  under  their  direction,  then  the  owner  or  owners 
of  the  land  fronting  such  sewer  or  drain  heretofore  made,  shall 
not  be  assessed  for  the  same,  and  may  be  allowed  such  rea- 
sonable compensation  as  the  councilmen  may  deem  just  and 
equitable. 

33.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  the  said  councilmen  are  em- 
powered to  cause  all  or  any  of  the  improvements  authorized 
by  this  act  to  be  made  in  any  of  the  streets  or  roads,  whether 
used  as  a  plank  road,  railroad  or  otherwise,  except  so  far  aa 
they  interfere  with  their  corporate  rights,  and  in  and  upon

legal  incapacity  or  absence  of  such  owner  or  owners  no  such 
agreement  can  be  made,  a  particular  description  of  the  land 
or  materials  so  required  for  the  use  of  the  said  company  in 
the  construction  of  the  said  road,  shall  be  given  in  writing, 
under  the  o.ath  or  affirmation  of  some  engineer  or  proper  agent 
of  the  company,  and  also  the  name  or  names  of  the  occupants, 
if  there  be  any,  and  of  the  owner  or  owners,  if  known,  and 
their  residence,  if  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  to  one  of  the 
^justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  this  state,  or  to  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Mon- 
mouth, who  shall  cause  said  company  to  giye  notice  thereof 
to  the  person  interested,  if  known  and  in  this*  state,  and  if 
unknown  and  out  of  the  state,  to  make  publication  thereof  as 
he  shall  direct,  ^r  any  term  not  less  than  twenty  days,  and 
to  assign  a  particular  time  and  place  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  hereafter  named,  at  which  time,  upon  satisfac- 
tory evidence  to  him  of  the  service  or  publication  of  such  no- 
tice aforesaid,  he  shall  appoint  under  his  hand  and  seal  three 
disinterested,  impartial  and  judicious  freeholders  commission- 
ers to  examine  and  appraise  the  said  land  or  materials,  and 
*  to  assess  the  damage,  upon  notice  to  be  given  to  the  persons 
interested  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  justice  or  judge  making 
such   appointment,  to  be   expressed  therein,  not  less  than 
twenty  days ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners, 
having  first  taken  and  subscribed  an  oath  or  affirmation  before 
some  person  duly  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, faithfully  to  examine  the  matter  in  question,  and  make 
a  true  report  according  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  under- 
standing, to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  and  proceed 
to  view  and  examine  the  said  lands  or  materials  and  make  a 
just  and  equitable  estimate  or  appraisement  of  the  value  of 
the  same,  and  assessment  of  damages  to  be  paid  by  said  com- 
pany for  such  land  or  materials  and  damages  aforesaid,  and 
to  make  a  report  thereof  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  saidJgSJ****  **• 
-commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  and  file  the  same  within 
ten  days  thereafter,  together  with  the  aforesaid  description  of 
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the  land  or  materials  and  the  appointment  and  oaths  or  affir* 
mations  aforesaid,  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Mon- 
mouth, to  remain  on  record  therein,  and  shall  be  recorded  by 
the  said  clerk ;  which  report,  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by 
the  clerk  of  said  county,  shall  at  all  times  be  considered  as 
plenary  evidence  of  the  right  of  the  said  company  to  have, 
hoid,  use,  occupy,  possess  and  enjoy  the  land  or  material, 
after  payment  of  the  value  and  damages  so  assessed,  and  of 
the  right  of  the  said  owner  or  owners  to  recover  the  amount  of 
said  valuation,  w^ith  interest  and  cost,  in  an  action  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  a  suit  to  be  instituted  against  the 
company  if  jthey  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  same  for 
twenty  days  after  demand  of  their  treasurer,  and  shall  consti- 

neTon^road.  tute  a  lien  upon  the  property  of  the  company,  in  the  nature 
of  a  mortgage ;  and  the  said  justice  shall  tax  and  allow  such 
cost,  fees  and  expenses  to  the  justice,  commissioners,  clerks, 
and  other  persons  performing  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  ii^ 
this  section,  as  he  shall  think  equitable  and  right,  which  shall 
in  all  cases  be  paid  by  the  company. 

Toua.  13.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  as  soon  as  the  said  company 

shall  have  constructed  said  road  in  a  workmanlike  manner, 
according  to  the  several  instructions  in  thei^eventh  section,

And  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  toll-gatherers  to  stop 
persons  riding,  leading  or  driving  any  horses,  mules  or  calves, 

.  sheep  or  hogs,  or  carriages  of  burthen  or  pleasure,  from  pass- 

ing through  the  said  gates  or  turnpikes  until  they  shall  have 
paid  the  toll  as  above  specified ;  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 

xxcepuonf.  be  SO  coustrucd  so  as 'to  entitle  the  said  company  to  demand 
or  receive  toll  of  or  from  any  person  passing  to  or  from  public 
worship  on  the  Sabbath  day,  or  passing  to  or  from  a  funeral, 
or  any  person  passing  to  or  from  bis  common  business  on  his 
farm,  or  any  militiaman  passing  to  or  from  a  training  on  a  mus- 
ter day  appointed  by  law,  or  any  other  military  officer  or  sol- 
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dier  passing  or  repassing  when  called  to  duty  by  the  laws 
of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States. 

14.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  before  the  said  company  8l^AllX",SSc£5r** 
receive  toll  for  traveling  said  road,  they  shall  cause  mile  stones 

or  posts  to  be  erected  and  maintained,  one  for  each  and  every 
mile  on  the  said  road,  and  on  each  stone  or  post  shall  be  fairly 
and  legibly  marked  the  distance  the  stone  or  post-  is  from

8o  erected  on  Uie  said  road,  or  wilfully  tear  down  and  deface  ' 
any  of  the  printed  rates  of  toll  or  directions,  or  shall  cut, 
break  down  or  destroy,  or  otherwise  injure  any  gates,  turn- 
pikes or  bridges  that  shall  be  erected  pursuant  to  this  act,  or 
shall  forcibly  pass  the  gate  or  gates  without  having  paid  the 
legal  toll  at  such  gates  or  turnpikes,  such  persons  shall  for-

said  judge  shall  immediately  appoint,  by  writing,  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  county,

^accruing  or  incurred  in  the  commitment,  custody  and  dis- 
charge of  any  person  or  persons  committed  to  said  jail,  on 
any  proceedings,  conviction  or  execution  had  or  issued  under 
and  by  virtue  of  any  ordinance  of  the  mayor  and  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Paterson,  in  the  county  of  Passaic,  shall 
l>e  borne  and  paid  to  the  said  keeper  by  the  said  mayor  and 
common  council,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  the  same  are  now  borne  and  paid  by  the  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  of  said  county,  and  such  keeper  shall  not  claim,

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fthall  be  paid  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
said  county  to  the  township  collector  of  the  township  within 
which  any  such  inn  and  tavern  shall  be  located,  for  the  use 
of  such  to'g^nship,  within  thirty  days  after  the  same  shall  hare 
been  paict^to  said  clerk,  or  whenever  thereafter  such  township 
collector  sball  demand  the  same.

a  justice  of  the  peace  a  list  of  tlje  names  of  delinquents,  de- 
liver to  the  clerk  of  their  respective  townships  a  true  copy, 
under  oath,  of  the  transcript  or.  duplicate  of  the  assessment 
delivered  to  such  collectors  by  the  assessors  of  said  townships 
respectively,  for  which  service  such  collectors  shall  each  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  three  dollars ;  which  copy  of  the  duplicate 
shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  such  township,  and  be 
preserved  by  the  township  clerk  ;  and  if  any  such  collector 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  herewith,  he  shall  forfeit  Penaitr.

lands  now  under  water  or  exposed  to  the  overflow  of  the  tide 
on  Butcher's  creek  and  New  Port  cceek,  in  the  county  of 
Cumberland,  to  make  and  construct  a  dam  across  each  of  the 
said  creeks,  at  such  place  or  places  as  shall  seem  most  bene- 
ficial to  all  parties  interested,  with  such  sluices,  sluice-races,

Creek  Meadow  Company ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
owners  and  possessors,  their  agents  and  representatives,  to 
meet  at  the  house  of  Isaac  S.  Ware,  in  the  township  of  Stoe 
Creek,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  on  the  first  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and 
annually  thereafter  on  the  same  day,  and  between  the  hours  of 
one  and  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day,  to  choose, 
by  ballot  or  otherwise,  and  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  such  per- 
son or  persons  as  they  may  think  proper  for  managers,  and  a 
treasurer  and  clerk,  for  and  imtil  the  next  annual  meeting

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pensation  therefor,  to  be  determined  by  agreement  of  the  par-  S^yj^neS^^^** 
ties;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  then  by  two  judicious  and 
disinterested  men  in  the  neighborhood,  mutually  chosen  by 
the  parties ;  and  in  the  event  that  they  cannot  agree  upon 
an  appraisement  of  the  damages,  then  the  said  appraisers 
may  choose  a  third  person  of  the  neighborhood,  being  a  free- 
holder and  disinterested,  to  join  them  therein;  any  two  of 
"whom  agreeing,  their  appraisement,  made  and  certified  in 
writing,  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  to  the  parties,  and

privileges  enumerated  and  described  in  the  aforementioned 
statement  and  the  award  so  made  as  aforesaid.

1.  Be  it  enacted  ly  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  o/ when  uses 
the  State  of  New  Jersey ^  That  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  pftny^^^nut 
governor,  attorney  general,  and  treasurer  of  this  state,  qj^^^'^'*"^'" 
when  in  the  opinion  of  any  two  of  them,  there  are  taxes  or 
other  dues  due  to  this  state,  and  unpaid,  from  any  incorpo- 
rated company  in  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attor- 
ney general,  with  the  written  consent  of  such  incorporated 
company,  by  means  of  a  rule  of  the  supreme  court  of  this 
state,  to  submit  the  said  question  relative  to  taxes  or  other 
dues  to  the  said  court,  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury ; 
and  the  facts  pertinent  to  such  question,  when  not  settled  by 
a  case  agreed  upon  by  the  attorney  general  and  the  said  in- 
corporated company,  shall  be  ascertained  by  depositions  taken 
on  notice  and  according  to  the  rules  of  said  court ;  and  when 
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Bolt  to  com* 
menoe. 


the  said  question  is  determined  by  the  said  conrt,  a  rule  shall 
be  entered  accordingly,  vbich  shall  in  every  respect  have  the 
effect  of  a  final  judgment  of  said  court. 

2.  And  be  it  enaetedj  That  when  any  incorporated  com- 
pany of  this  state,  on  being  applied  to  on  behalf  of  the  state 
to  submit  any  question  relative  to  taxes  or  other  dues,  as 
provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  consent,  in  writing,  that  such  question  be  so  submitted, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  general,  in  the  name 
of  ^^  The  State  of  New  Jersey"  as  plaintiff,  to  institute  a  suit 
against  said  incorporated  company  as  defendant,  in  the  su- 
preme court  of  this  state ;  and  in  any  suit  brought  by  the 
state  against  any  incorporated  company  for  taxes  or  other 
dues,  a  declaration  containing  what  are  known  as  the  common 
or  money  counts,  with  a  schedule  attached,  setting  forth  in  a 
clear  manner  the  amount  of  taxes  or  other  dues  claimed  by 
the  state  from  said  incorporated  company,  for  any  year  or 
series  of  years,  shall  be  a  sufficient  statement  of  what  the 
state  demands  in  said  suit ;  and  if  the  said  incorporated  com- 
pany desire  to  make  any  defence  to  such  claim,  the  same 
shall  be  made  by  means  of  the  plea  of  the  general  issue,  with 
a  notice  or  notices  attached,  setting  forth  in  a  clear  manner 
such  defence,  and  under  such  plea  and  notices  all  defences 
lawful  to  be  made  may  be  set  up ;  and  the  said  suit  shall,  in 
all  other  respects,  proceed  according  to  the  established  forms 
of  legal  proceedings  in  this  state. 

3.  And  be  it  enaetedj  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.

Whereas,  under  proceedings  had  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
state  of  New  York  to  foreclose  mortgages  given  by  the 
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New  York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  a  sale  of  the 
property,  rights  and  franchises  of  the  said  company  has 
been  made ;  and  whereas,  the  purchasers  at  such  sale  have 
conveyed  such  property,  rights  and  franchises  to  the  Erie 
Bailway  Company,  a  new  company  already  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York  ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  o/powert. 
the  St€Ue  of  New  Jersey,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Erie 
Railway  Company  to  hold  all  the  rights,  property,  franchises, 
leases  and  contracts  formerly  belonging  to  or  vested  in  the 
New  York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company  in  the  state  of  New 
Jersey,  or  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey, 
mentioned  in  and  covered  by  the  fourth  or  fifth  or  supple- 
mental mortgages  stated  and  set  forth  in  the  said  proceed- 
ings of  foreclosure  in  the  said  supreme  court  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  and  which  have  been  sold  and  transferred  by  a 
sale  under  said  proceedings  of  foreclosure,  or  intended  so  to 

be,  and  now  vested  by  conveyance  or  transfer  in  the  Erie 
Railway  Company. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  titie  of  the  Erie  Railway  Titie 
Company  to  such  rights,  property,  franchises,  leases  and  con- 
tracts, shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled 

"  An  act  to  facilitate  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages  given  by 
the  New  York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  and  to  aid  the 
purchasers  under  such  foreclosure  in  acquiring  title,"  ap- 
proved March  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty, 
and  also  to  the  provisions  of  all  leases,  contracts  and  agree- 
ments heretofore  made  by  the  New  York  and  Erie  Railroad 
Company,  or  by  any  person  or  party  operating  said  railroad, 
with  any  other  company  or  party  of  this  state,  so  far  as  the 
said  leases,  contracts  or  agreements  are  in  force. 

3.  And  be  it  en^ietedj  That  the  Erie  Railway  Company,  LUbiiiuet. 
and  any  other  corporation  or  individuals  using  the  Paterson 

and  Hudson  River  Railroad  and  the  Paterson  and  Ramapo 
Railroad,  under  leases  and  contracts  heretofore  made,  and 
hereby  confirmed,  and  using  the  road  and  tunnel  connecting 
the  Paterson  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  with  Pavonia  Ferry 
at  Jersey  City,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  liable  for 
all  claims  for  debts,  damages,  omissions  and  delinquencies 
that  hereafter  shall  arise  from  the  running  and  operating 
said  railroads  and  carrying  freight  and  passengers  on  the 
same,  as  fully  as  the  said  Paterson  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company  and  the  Paterson  and  Ramapo  Railroad  Com- 
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panj,  or  any  other  company,  arc  now  liable  bj  the  laws  of 
this  state. 

How  actton        4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  whenever  any  action  shall  be 

commen  commenced  against  the  Erie  Railway  Company,  or  any  other 
foreign  corporation  using  said  roads,  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
this  state,  the  first  process  to  be  made  use  of  may  be  a  sum- 
mons or  subpoena,  a  copy  whereof  shall  be  served  on  the  pre- 
sident or  one  or  more  of  the  directors,  or  the  superintendent, 
or  any  chief  station  agent  of  said  company,  six  entire  days 
before  its  return.

JJntra^.*c..  6.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  Erie  Railway  Company 
shall  keep  and  perform  the  contracts,  guaranties  and  agree- 
ments heretofore  made  and  executed  by  the  New  York  and 
Erie  Railroad  Company,  to  and  with  the  Paterson  and  Ramapo 
Railroad  Company  and  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Paterson  and  Hudson  Jliver  Railroad  Company,  respectively, 
as  fully  as  the  New  York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company  were 
or  are  bound  by  the  terms  thereof  to  perform  the  same ;  and

majority  of  them,  shall  open  books  for  that  purpose  at  such 
time,  and  in  such  place  or  places  in  this  state  as  they  shall 
designate  by  public  advertisemchit,  previously  inserted  for 
at  least  three  weeks  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  Monmouth 
county,  shall  keep  the  same  open  as  long  as  they  deem 
necessary,  and  may  close  the  same  at  their  discretion,  and 
again  open  the  same  from  time  to  time,  giving  like  notice, 
and  shall  require  each  subscriber  to  pay  to,  them  at  the  time 
of  subscribing  such  per  cent,  on  each  share  subscribed  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  on  each 
share  subscribed,  which  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  directors  of 
said*  corporation,  to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  directed ;

shares  so  subscribed  shall  be  fully  paid. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  management  of  the  con- 
cerns of  the  said  company  shall  be  vested  in  seven  directors, 
to  be  selected  from  the  stockholders,  all  of  which  directors 
shall  be  residents  of  this  state ;  and  the  said  directors  shall 
ohoose,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  from  among  themselves,  a 
president;  and  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  four

demption ;  a  mortgagee  shall  have  power  to  redeem  at  any

such  lien  shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  liens  on 
said  lands,  tenements  or  real  estate ;  and  on  foreclosure  of 
any  mortgage  by  such  mortgagee  redeeming  shall  be  directed 
to  be  made  out  of  said  lands ;  and  on  sale  of  said  lands  under 
any  such  judgment,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 

t(fS"ke*'t"**®*''® ;  provided  furtTier^  that  a  complete  record  of  all  taxes  and 
assessments  shall  be  kept  in  the  township  clerk's  office,  which 
record  shall  contain  the  time  when  such  assessments  and  taxes 
were  laid,  the  time  when  they  were  paid,  and  if  the  property 
has  been  sold  therefor,  the  time  of  sale,  and  to  whom  sold,  and 
if  redeemed  when  and  by  whom :  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
town  clerk  to  record  in  a  book,  to  be  called  '^  Record  of 
Sales,''  all  declarations  of  sale,  to  give  certificates  of  search,

Sparta,  to  a  point  at  or  near  Andover. 

That  the  said  Lehish  Crane  Iron 
Company  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  invested

township  committee  consisting  of  five  persons,  as  many  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  township  may 
be  constitutionally  entitled  to  elect,  one  or  more  constables, 
as  shall  be  determined  at  the  previous  annual  town  meeting 
by  ballot,  and  one  or  more  poundkeepers ;  and  shall  also,  upon 
the  same  ballot,  vote  for  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  for 
the  support  of  the  poor,  for  school  purposes,  for  the  repairing 
of  roads,  and  all  other  money  necessary  for  township  pur- 
poses, and  for  the  places  of  holding  the  next  annual  town 
meeting  and  the  election  of  state  and  county  officers.

Ephraim  P.  Emsen,  Thomas  W.  Ivins,  Andrew  J.  Allen, 
Richard  H.  Conover,  Thomas  Hartshome,  George  F.  Fort, 
Charles  Busson,  Joseph  W.  Cox,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
associated  with  them,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  politic 
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and  corporate  by  the  name  of  "  The  Ocean  Agricultural  Rail- 
road Company/'  and  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding 
and  conveying  all  property  that  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
object  of  this  incorporation. 

2.  And  belt  enacted^  That  the  amount  of  capital  stock capiua stock, 
shall  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  transferable  as  the  corporation  may  direct.

to  forfeit  the  shares  of  each  and  every  person  so  failing  to 
pay  said  installments,  or  any  of  them,  to  and  for  the  use  of 
the  company ;  and  whenever  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  the 
capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  such  commissioners  shall,  as 
soon  as  they  deem  it  expedient,  give  like  notice  for  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
designate,  to  choose  seven  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  residents  of  this  state ;  and  such  election  shall  be  made  at 
the  time  and  place  appointed  by  such  of  the  stockholders  as 
shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
each  share  of  the  capital  stock  entitling  the  holder  thereof  to 
one  vote ;  and  the  said  above  named  persons,  or  any  four  of 
them,  shall  be  inspectors  of  the  first  election  of  directors  of 
the  said  company,  and  shall  certify  under  their  hands  the 
nam^s  of  those  persons  duly  elected,  and  deliver  over  the 
subscription  books  and  money  paid  in,  deducting  all  expenses

the  said  company  may  charge  such  reasonable  rates  as  they 
shall  deem  proper;  said  road  not  to  exceed  sixty-six  feet  in 
width,  and  where  the  same  shall  cross  any  public  highway, 
turnpike  or  plank  road,  the  crossing  shall,  if  the  grade  be  the 
same,  be  well  planked  or  stoned,  or  otherwise  made  and  main- 
tained in  good  repair,  so  as  not  unnecessarily  to  impede  the 
travel  or  interfere  with  the  public  convenience.

shall  not  exceed  in  one  year  eight  mills  on  a  dollar  of  the  ac- 
tual value  of  property  assessed.

CHAPTER     CXLIX. 

An  act  to  incorporate  the  West  Jersey  Oil  Manufacturing 

Company. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  G-eneral  Assembly  o/corporatow. 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  Henry  Boureau,  John  H. 
Jones,  William  Day,  Nathan  Graff  and  Samuel  H.  Warwick, 
and  their  associates  &nd  their  successors,  shall  be  and  they 
are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic,  by  the 
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name  and  style  of  ^^  West  Jersey  Oil  Mannfactaring  Com- 
pany," for  the  purpose  of  mannfactnring  oil  from  coal  (petro- 
leum) and  other  materials,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  carrying 
on  the  business  incident  to  the  same,  and  shall  haye  the  power 
to  raise  by  subscription,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
cnpiuistMdc.  each,  a  capital  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  as*  soon 
as  five  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed  and  paid  in,  the 
individuals  above  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may,  by 
public  notice  of  thirty  days,  given  in  one  or  more  of  the  puln 
lie  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Camden,  call  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  for  an  election  of  five 
directors)  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder,  to  bs  voted 
for  by  person  or  by  proxy,  the  said  individuals  above  named, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  to  be  inspectors  and  judges  of  such 
first  election;  and  the  said  directors,  when  elected,  shall 
choose  out  of  their  number  a  president,  and  the  directors  of 
the  said  company  shall  annually  thereafter,  by  public  notice 
as  aforesaid,  call  meetings  of  the  stockholders  at  their  office 
in  the  county  of  Camden,  for  electing  directors  of  the  said 
company,  and  shall  appoint  three  of  the  stockholders,  not 
being  directors,  as  inspectors  of  such  election ;  said  directors 
shall  continue  in  office  until  such  election  snail  be  complete, 
and  shall  at  all  times  have  power  to  make  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  said  company,  not  repugnant  to  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  state  and  the  United  States ;  also,  shall 
have  power  to  call  in  said  stock  from  time  to  time  in  such 
installments  as  they  shall  think  necessary,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  on  each  share,  by  giving  public  notice  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  declare  forfeited  to  the  said  company  the  stock,  with 
all  previous  payments  made  thereon,  of  all  such  stockholders 
as  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  installments  upon  their 
respective  shares  as  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  as  above ; 
providedy  previous  notice  of  thirty  days  shall  have  been  given 
to  each  delinquent  stockholder.

refusal  the  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may,  within 
the  time  in  such  case  prescribed  by  law,  give  notice  and  call 
such  meeting,  and  elect  directors  in  like  manner  as  if  said 
directors  had  given  notice  as  by  this  act  is  required ;  and  if 
at  any  election  of  directors  two  or  more  persons  voted  for 
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Bhall  receiro  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  directors  for

3.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  the  said  directors  shall,  at  tlieir£S*ot?««fli- 
first  meeting  after  their  election,  appoint  a  president,  andcen- 
they  may  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  offi- 
cers and  agents  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  neces- 
sary or  useful,  with  such  compensation  as  they  may  think 
adequate,  and  require  from  such  officers  or  agents  such  bonds 

and  security  for  their  good  conduct  as  to  them  may  appear 
reasonable  and  proper. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  company  may,  for  the  ?•▼•». 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  object  expressed  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  buv,  rent,  take,  hold,  or  otherwise 
become  seized  and  possessea  of  and  hold  all  such  lands,  not 
exceeding  five  acres,  and  such  tenements  and  water  power, 

and  other  real  and  personal  estate,  in  the  county  of  Camden, 
as  may  be  necessary  and  useful  for  the  purposes  aforesaid ; 
and  the  same  may  improve  and  use,  or  sell  or  let,  or  other^ 
wise  dispose  of,  as  they  shall  deem  proper ;  and  the  said  com- 
pany, by  their  corporate  name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  whatsoever ;  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall 
have,  enjoy  and  exercise,  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
pertaining  to  corporate  bodies,  and  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  this  act. 

5.  And  be  it  enaetedy  That  a  dividend  of  the  net  profits  of  Divideadi. 
the  said  company,  except  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  set  apart 

for  a  surplus  fund,  shall  be  semi-annually  made  by  the  said 
directors  among  the  stockholders,  and  the  books  of  the  said 
company  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the 
said  stockholders;  pnmded^  that  no  dividends  shall  be  madefroTiw.

6.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  stock  of  the  said  company  5*^^^^^ 
shall  be  personal  property,  and  transferable  upon  the  books  ^7* 

of  said  company,  and  no  part  of  the  funds  of  the  company 
shall  be  used  for  banking  purposes. 

That  this  charter  shall  continue  in 
force  until  the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  and  no  longer,  and  the  legislature  may  re- 
peal, alter  or  modify  the  same,  as  in  their  opinion  the  public 
good  may  require.

thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  is  hereby  repealed ;  and 
all  the  powers  and  functions  of  said  bank  shall  cease  and  be 
void,  and  the  said  company,  and  its  officers  and  agents,  are 
hereby  enjoined  from  exercising  any  of  the  privileges  or  fran- 
chises granted  by  the  act  incorporating  the  said  company, 
and  from  collecting  or  receiving  any  debts,  or  from  paying  out 
selliag,  assigning  or  transferring  any  of  the  estates,  money, 
funds,  lands,  tenements  or  effects  of  the  said  company ;  provi- 
ded however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  release 
or  discharge  the  officers  and  stockholders  of  said  corporation, 
or  any  of  them,  from  any  liability  they,  or  any  of  them,  is  or 
are  now  by  law  subject  to  on  account  of  their  connection  with 
or  acts  relating  to  said  corporation  or  it^  business.

Blackfan  and  Jonathan  S.  Fish  are  hereby  appointed  re- 
ceivers or  trustees  for  the  creditors  and  stockholders  of  the

control  and  possession  of  all  the  moneys,  property,  and  effects

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Q-eneral  Assembh/  o/Land  for 
the  State  of  New  Jersei/y  That  whenever  the  common  council  acquired.^^ 
of  the  city  of  Newark  shall  determine,  by  ordinance,  to  vacate 

any  street,  road,  highway  or  alley,  and  any  land  will  be  dam- 
aged by  such  vacating,  the  said  common  council  are  hereby 
authorized  to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land 
which  will  be  so  damaged  as  to  the  amount  of  such  damages, 
and  to  pay  the  same  to  such  owner  or  owners,  when  so  agreed 
upon,  and  receive  from  such  owner  or  owners  proper  acquit- 
tance in  the  premises. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  in  case  no  agreement  for  said  commisBion- 
damages  can  be  made,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  coun- to  waessdam- 
cil  to  appoint  five  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  city,  resid- '*'*'*' 

ing  in  different  wards,  commissioners  to  make  an  estimate  and 
assessment  of  the  damages  that  any  such  owner  or  owners  will 
sustain  by  such  vacating;  and  in  estimating  and  assessing 
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oath.

efits to  such  owner  or  owners  to  be  greater  than  the  damages,

Bb  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Aisembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  Theodore  F.  Randolph,  James 
Bishop,  John  Flintoft,  Hiram  W.  Davis,  Josiah  Conley,  and

all  and  every  person  or  persons  who  may  become  subscribers 
according  to  the  mode  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in 
fact,  by  the  name  of  the  "  East  Newark  Gas  Light  Company,*'  ^Suo*lI.' 
and  by  that  name  are  authorized  to  make  and  sell  gas  for  the 
purpose  of  lighting  the  streets,  buildings,  and  other  places  in 
the  township  of  Harrison,  in  the  county  of  Hudson,  and  to 
enter  into  and  execute  contracts  and  agreements  in  relation 
to  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  shall  be  capable  of 
purchasing,  taking  and  holding  any  estate,  real  or  personal, 
that  may  be  necessary  therefor,  or  may  be  acquired  in  the 
securing  of  debts  due  to  them  in  the  regular  course  of  their 
business,  and  of  selling  and  disposing  of  the  same. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  company  shall  be  em-Poven. 
powered  to  do  all  things  necessary  for  the  lighting  with  gas 
of  the  streets,  buildings  and  other  places  in  the  said  township 
of  Harrison,  and  to  lay  down  gas  pipes  and  to  erect  gas  posts, 
burners,  lanterns  and  reflectors  in  the  streets,  avenues,  roads, 
alleys,  lanes  and  public  grounds  of  the  said  township;  jwovi-Pronso. 
ded,  that  the  public  travel  shall  not  at  any  time  be  unneces- 
sarily impeded  thereby,  and  that  the  said  streets,  avenues, 
roads,  alleys,  lanes  and  public  grounds  shall  be  left  in  as  good 
condition  as  the  same  were  in  previous  thereto.

company  to  demand  and  receive  for  traveling  on  their  turn- 
pike road  through  Woodbury  street,  the  following  rates  of  toll, 
viz :  one  cent  per  mile  for  each  horse,  and  the  same  for  all 
fractions  of  a  mile  not  less  than  half  a  mile,  and  in  other  re- 
spects the  same  tolls  as  are  allowed  by  their  original  charter ; 
that  the  distance  from  the  end  of  the  Gloucester  turnpike  to 
the  forks  of  the  Salem  and  Cumberland  roads  shall  be  con- 
strued to  be  one  mile,  and  from  the  court  house  to  either  end 
of  said  street  half  a  mile.

Congress  should  then  confine  their  action  to  those  matters 
for  which  they  were  specially  called  together ;  and  whereas, 
a  great  many  resignations  have  taken  place  in  the  navy, 
and  a  necessity  exists  for  its  increase  and  future  develop- 
ment, it  may  be  necessary  to  take  some  measures  in  regard
